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FROM  THE  DIRECTOR’S  DESK: 


A CLEMY  DOUBLEHEADER

“Twofer”  tickets  have  long  been  popular  with 
theatergoers.  Baseball  fans  love  doubleheaders  - 
though  few  are  held  anymore.  And  “senior  citizens” 
such  as  me  fondly  recall  a time  decades  ago  when 
double  bills  were  common  in  movie  houses. 

The  NLG  came  up  with  its  own  variation  on 
this  theme  at  the  2012  Bash  in  Philadelphia:  For  the 
first  time  in  its  more  than  40-year  history,  the  Guild 
awarded  its  highest  honor,  the  Clemy,  to  two  deserving 
recipients,  rather  than  just  one. 

The  fact  is,  of  course,  that  the  two  honorees 
-Jim  Halperin  and  Steve  Ivy  - have  been  in  business 
together  for  more  than  three  decades  as  co-chairmen  of 
Heritage  Auctions,  which  proudly  boasts  of  being  “the 
world’s  largest  numismatic  dealer  and  auctioneer.” 

The  Dallas  firm  has  long  been  a major  financial 
supporter  of  the  Guild.  Its  generous  contributions  have 
helped  us  maintain  the  Bash  as  a highlight  of  each 
midsummer  ANA  convention  and  also  provide  other 
services  to  members  without  any  increase  in  dues. 

Their  selection  for  the  2012  Clemy  was  based, 
however,  not  just  on  their  financial  support  (though 


service  to  the  Guild  is  one  of  the  criteria  for  the 
award).  They  were  chosen,  as  well,  because  both  are 
accomplished  writers  and  between  them  they  have 
written  a number  of  books. 

In  1985,  Halperin  authored  a text  on  grading. 
How  to  Grade  U.S.  Coins,  which  blazed  a trail  for  the 
two  leading  grading  services,  PCGS  and  NGC,  when 
they  began  operations  shortly  thereafter.  He  also  is 
the  author  of  two  bestselling  futurism  fiction  books. 
The  Truth  Machine  and  The  First  Immortal,  both  of 
which  were  cited  by  PC  Magazine  in  200 1 in  its  20^*’ 
Anniversary  Survey  of  the  17  top  science/technology 
fiction  books  of  the  previous  20  years. 

Halperin  and  Ivy  are  co-authors  of  The  Rare 
Coin  Estate  Handbook,  a perennially  popular  guide 
for  collectors  and  their  heirs  on  estate  planning  and 
the  disposition  of  coins  in  an  estate.  Will  Rossman 
and  Greg  Rohan  also  are  co-authors.  In  addition,  the 
co-chairmen  play  an  active  role  in  the  preparation  of 
auction  catalogs  and  other  Heritage  publications. 

Halperin  was  unable  to  attend  the  Philadelphia 
Bash,  so  Ivy  accepted  the  Clemy  for  both  partners. 
The  presentation  was  made  by  the  previous  year’s 


recipient,  Kay  Lenker,  who  selected  the  honorees  from 
a list  of  nominees  submitted  to  her  by  the  NLG  Board 
of  Directors. 

The  2012  convention  marked  the  end  of  an  era 
for  Kay,  who  announced  her  resignation  as  treasurer  of 
the  Guild  after  25  years  of  exceptional  unpaid  service. 
Although  she  is  missed  in  that  familiar  role,  she  remains 
highly  active  in  NLG  affairs  - and  she  could  be  assisting 
us  soon  in  a new  capacity,  for  she  has  agreed  to  serve  on 
the  NLG  Board  of  Directors  if  chosen  in  our  upcoming 
election.  An  article  on  the  election  can  be  found  elsewhere 
in  this  issue  of  the  NLG  Newsletter. 

Maurice  Rosen  has  been  named  as  our  new 
treasurer  - and,  as  might  be  expected,  he’s  finding  that 
Kay  Lenker  is  a tough  act  to  follow.  But  Rosen,  too, 
has  a long  record  of  service  to  the  Guild  - as  a judge 
in  our  annual  Writers’  Competition,  a participant  in  our 
Symposium  and  Bash  programs  and,  most  recently,  a 
member  of  our  Board  of  Directors.  He  asks  anyone  with 
questions  about  dues  or  other  financial  matters  to  contact 
him  at  RO.

Another  highlight  of  the  Philadelphia  Bash  was 
the  presentation  of  the  coveted  Book  of  the  Year  Award 
to  NLG  stalwart  Anthony  J.  Swiatek  for  his  marvelous 
Encyclopedia  of  the  Commemorative  Coins  of  the 
United  States,  a massive,  authoritative  compendium 
that  makes  it  clear  why  Anthony  has  long  been  referred 
to  admiringly  as  “Mister  Commemorative.” 

A simultaneous  meeting  of  the  ANA  Board  of 
Governors  delayed  the  arrival  of  longtime  Bash  emcee 
Wendell  Wolka,  and  Scott  Travers,  coordinator  of  the 
Writers’  Competition,  filled  in  on  short  notice.  Scott  had 
already  planned  to  open  the  program  with  major  awards, 
including  the  Clemy,  and  he  seamlessly  juggled  the  other 
elements  as  well  until  Wendell  returned  and  capped  the 
night  with  his  droll  shtick. 

My  modest  personal  contribution  to  the 
“entertainment”  portion  of  the  evening  was  a musical 
tribute  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  croaked  to  the  tune  of 
the  1950s  Rosemary  Clooney  hit  “This  Ole  House.”  1 
also  had  the  pleasure  of  bestowing  the  much  desired  and 
little  understood  Ribbit  Award  on  my  good  friend  and 


colleague  Bob  Julian.  Fair  warning:  Bob  is  lying  in  the 
lily  pads  even  now  as  he  decides  who  this  year’s  “lucky” 
winner  will  be. 

Bashgoers  again  were  treated  to  a lavish  buffet 
featuring  hot  turkey  and  roast  beef,  thanks  to  the 
generosity  of  Mike  Fuljenz,  who  not  only  underwrote 
the  cost  of  the  buffet  but  also  lent  the  services  of  his 
superb  marketing  director,  Amy  Powell,  as  coordinator 
of  the  Bash.  I’m  delighted  to  report  that  a similar  hot 
buffet  is  planned  at  this  year’s  Bash  in  Rosemont,  again 
thanks  to  Mike,  and  Amy  will  once  again  be  the  Bash 
coordinator. 

The  Bash  is  scheduled  at  8 p.m.  Thursday,  Aug. 
17,  at  the  Hyatt  Regency  O’Hare.  The  annual  NLG 
Symposium  will  take  place  at  10  a.m.  the  same  day  in 
the  Donald  E.  Stephens  Convention  Center.  For  the  exact 
locations  and  to  purchase  tickets  to  the  Bash,  contact  me 
at  the  COINage  booth  at  the  convention. 

Incidentally,  Wendell  Wolka  is  expected  to  be 
our  Bash  emcee  this  year  - hopefully  from  beginning 
to  end.

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3 NEW  DIRECTORS 
TO  JOIN  BOARD 

Three  new  members  will  join  the  NLG  Board 
of  Directors  during  the  2013  ANA  convention  in 
Rosemont,  111. 

They  will  take  over  the  seats  currently  held  by 
David  T.  Alexander,  Donn  Pearlman  and  Will  Rossman, 
all  of  whom  are  now  completing  four  years  of  service  on 
the  Board,  having  been  first  elected  in  2009.  Under  the 
Guild’s  bylaws,  directors  must  step  down  after  serving  two 
consecutive  two-year  terms  but  can  return  to  the  Board  at  a 
later  date. 

To  fill  the  three  seats,  the  Board  has  nominated 
Mike  Fuljenz,  a prominent  coin  dealer  who  has  been  a 
longtime  patron  of  the  Guild;  R.W.  “Bob”  Julian,  a noted 
numismatic  scholar  and  author;  and  Kay  Lenker,  a former 
member  of  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors  who  recently 
retired  after  serving  for  25  years  as  NLG  treasurer.  Julian 
and  Lenker  both  are  recipients  of  the  Clemy,  the  Guild’s 
highest  award,  having  won  the  award  in  1992  and  2011, 
respectively,  and  Fuljenz  has  won  numerous  awards  in  the 
annual  NLG  Writers’  Competition. 

If  no  other  nominations  are  received,  a single  ballot 
will  be  cast  for  these  three  nominees.  If  there  is  a contest, 
an  election  will  be  held  by  mail. 

Any  prospective  candidate  must  submit  nominating 
statements  signed  by  three  NLG  members  in  good  standing. 
These  must  be  sent  to  Ed  Reiter,  Executive  Director,  1517 
Stewart  Drive,  Nanticoke,  PA  18634,  and  received  no  later 
than  June  25,  2013. 

There  are  five  members  on  the  NLG  Board  of 
Directors.  The  two  holdover  members  are  Dorothy  Harris 
and  Maurice  Rosen.  Harris  is  former  director  of  antiques 
and  collectibles  for  Random  House,  and  Rosen  is  publisher 
of  the  award-winning  Rosen  Numismatic  Advisory. 

Rosen  received  the  Clemy  in  2009,  and  he  and  Dottie 
Harris  both  have  been  NLG  volunteers  for  many  years, 
especially  as  judges  in  the  annual  Writers’  Competition. 
Recently,  Rosen  succeeded  Kay  Lenker  as  treasurer  of  the 
Guild. 


Members  of  the  Board  oversee  NLG  policy,  review 
membership  applications  and  submit  nominations  for  the 
annual  Clemy  Award. 


THE  CLEMY  HONOR  ROLL 

In  a category  of  its  own  since  1968  is  the 
Clemy  Award.  The  highest  honor  of  NLG  is  bestowed 
annually  during  the  NLG  Bash  on  an  NLG  member  in 
recognition  of  writing  skill,  dedication  to  numismatics, 
sense  of  humor  and  dedication  to  the  Numismatic 
Literary  Guild.  Nominations  are  submitted  by  members 
of  the  board  to  the  previous  year’s  winner,  who  makes 
the  final  choice. 

The  original  Clemy  was  a 90-pound  gold- 
painted  typewriter  donated  by  Gordon  Z.  Greene.  The 
typewriter  was  retired  in  1974  and  placed  in  the  ANA 
Museum  in  Colorado  Springs.  The  current  NLG  logo, 
designed  by  Nathan  Sobel,  prominently  features  this 
historic  typewriter  as  the  central  design.

2013  NLG  WRITERS’  COMPETITinN  RULES 


Please  read  the  following  rules  carefully,  and  follow  the 
directions  scrupulously.  The  judges  will  do  their  best  to 
correct  obvious  mistakes  involving  the  numbering,  but 
entries  that  fail  to  conjbrm  to  the  rules  (including  correct 
numbering)  will  be  subject  to  disqualification. 

To  be  eligible  for  consideration  in  any  of  this  year’s 
categories,  entries  must  have  been  published  (or  posted 
on  the  Internet)  between  May  1,  2012  and  April  30, 
2013.  Except  where  noted,  three  (3)  copies  of  each 
entry  must  be  submitted,  and  each  copy  must  be 
accompanied  by  a cover  sheet  listing  the  category 
and  other  information  spelled  out  in  the  rules. 

No  entrant  may  submit  more  than  one  (1)  entry  in  any 
single  category.  (The  same  entry  may  also  be  included  in 
the  portfolio  competition,  however.) 

In  categories  with  only  one  entry,  judges  may  decide  that 
no  award  will  be  given,  or  may  substitute  Special  NLG 
Recognition  for  the  regular  NLG  Award. 

The  judges  reserve  the  right  to  change  the  category  in 
which  an  entry  may  compete,  if  they  believe  such  change 
is  necessary  to  assure  equity  of  all  participants. 

No  entries  will  be  returned  under  any  circumstance. 

All  judges’  decisions  are  binding  and  final;  confidentiality 
of  all  judging  is  absolute. 

All  entries  must  be  received  no  later  than  June  21. 

2013.  Entries  should  be  sent  to  the  contest  coordinator 
at  the  following  address:  Scott  A.  Travers,  c/o  Sal 
Germano,SGRC  Inc., 625  Lafayette  Ave.,  Hawthorne, 
NJ  07506.  The  address  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

As  in  the  past,  entries  in  a number  of  categories  will  be 
judged  by  editors  and  other  well-qualified  individuals 
outside  the  numismatic  field.  This  will  not  affect  the 
manner  in  which  entries  are  submitted,  but  it’s  all  the 
more  reason  to  take  special  care  in  preparing  a complete 
cover  sheet,  as  required,  to  accompany  each  copy  of 
each  entry.  This  will  make  the  judges’ job  much  easier 
and  ensure  that  each  entry  is  considered  in  the  proper 
category. 


Each  cover  sheet  must  include  the  following  information 
or  it  will  be  disqualified: 

• CATEGORY  NUMBER 

• ENTRANT’S  NAME  & ADDRESS 

• PUBLICATION 

• PUBLICATION  DATE 

• TITLE  OR  HEADING 

• AUTHOR  (IF  OTHER  THAN  ENTRANT)

FROM  THE  BOOK  STACKS 

By  David  T.  Alexander,  NLG 

American  Numismatist  by  Paul  Hollis,  2012 

(EDITOR’S  NOTE:  American  Numismatist  was 
honored  at  the  2012  NLG  Bash  in  Philadelphia  as  the 
year’s  Best  Specialized  Book  on  U.S.  Coins.) 

New  numismatic  books  have  been  popping  onto 
the  market  at  a record  rate  in  the  last  few  years.  Some 
of  these  titles  are  excellent  additions  to  any  carefully 
chosen  collector  library,  while  more  than  a few  might  be 
best  described  as  lightweight  and  of  limited  value. 

A shining  example  of  exceptional  quality  in  basic 
conception,  writing,  layout,  illustration  and  originality 
has  to  be  American  Numismatist  by  Paul  Hollis,  a new 
180-page  hardcover  text  and  pictorial  history  of  U.S. 
coins  and  currency. 

Professional  numismatist  Hollis  tackles  this 
complex  subject  chronologically,  from  “Birth  of  Our 
Nation”  through  “The  Age  of  Redesign,”  from  Colonial 
coins  to  National  Park  quarters.  The  text  is  concise  and  is 
amplified  by  an  amazing  wealth  of  supporting  artwork, 
including  coin  and  medal  photos,  portraits,  historical 
engravings,  paintings,  prints,  cartoons  and  contemporary 
documents  of  every  description  that  bring  the  tapestry  of 
history  to  vibrant  life. 

Hollis  pays  particular  attention  to  national 
expansion  through  the  Louisiana  Purchase  and  later 
Oregon  settlement,  to  the  Southern  gold  rush  that 
resulted  in  creation  of  U.S.  branch  mints  in  Dahlonega, 
Ga.;  Charlotte,  N.C.  and  New  Orleans.  He  details  the 
conquests  achieved  by  the  Mexican  War  and  subsequent 
California  Gold  Rush,  demonstrating  that  all  of  these 
events  were  interlocking  parts  of  the  same  sweep  of  a 
nation’s  ongoing  history. 

The  author  presents  the  reality  of  slavery  and 
the  key  events  leading  up  to  the  Civil  War  with  rare 
completeness.  His  admiration  of  and  devotion  to  the 
memory  of  Abraham  Lincoln  are  boldly  obvious,  though 
his  insistence  on  presenting  Lincoln  as  a frustrated 
conciliator  before  the  shooting  started  could  be  the 


source  of  lively  dispute. 

The  numismatic  history  of  “The  War”  is 
presented  very  properly  as  a tale  of  paper  money: 
Greenbacks,  Interest-Bearing  Notes,  National  Bank 
Notes  and  fractional  currency,  as  well  as  Confederate 
and  Southern  States  currency.  As  Hollis  points  out,  the 
coins  struck  during  the  struggle  were  comparatively  few, 
the  paper  issues  many  and  history-making.  Civil  War- 
related  narratives  represent  a significantly  large  part  of 
the  whole  book. 

Discussion  of  the  nation’s  banking  adventures 
and  misadventures  expressed  in  recessions,  panics  and 
depressions  is  wonderfully  complete,  as  is  the  author’s 
examination  of  the  long-running  gold  and  silver 
controversies.  Hollis’  treatment  of  President  Theodore 
Roosevelt  is  almost  startlingly  full,  even  allowing 
for  “TR’s”  pivotal  role  in  redesigning  the  nation’s 
coinage.  In  contrast,  he  dismisses  the  country’s  classic 
commemorative  coinage  in  only  four  pages. 

Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt’s  role  in  the  Great 
Depression  and  the  abandonment  of  gold  comes  under  a 
very  objective  review.  The  author  retells  the  adventures 
of  the  famed  1933  gold  double  eagle  in  a refreshingly 
independent  manner,  though  identifying  Stack’s  as  one 
of  the  two  firms  handling  the  record-smashing  2002 
auction  would  have  been  a nice  touch,  as  this  reviewer 
wrote  a goodly  part  of  the  auction  catalog! 

His  skillful  linking  of  the  postwar  U.S.  and  the 
Cold  War  to  the  present  is  masterly,  if  a trifle  heavy  on 
atomic  bomb  shelters.  The  Eisenhower,  Kennedy,  LBJ, 
Nixon  and  Reagan  years  are  presented  with  the  same 
chronological  precision  as  the  rest  of  the  book,  which 
does  not  shrink  from  such  realities  as  the  activities  of  Sen. 
Joseph  R.  McCarthy  and  racist  resistance  to  integration. 
The  book  ends  with  the  resumption  of  commemorative 
coinage,  the  circulating  (sort  of)  dollars  and  statehood, 
presidential  and  National  Park  coinages. 

American  Numismatist  deserves  a place  in  every 
collector’s  library.
